Kutz estate to 
be developed?

e prospect of five new homes 
on about six acres of the late 


Celia Kutz’s property, between ° 


63 Central St. and Lupine Road, has 
neighbors and other interested citi- 
zens asking if there is any way to pre- 
serve it as conservation land. 

Representatives of the trustees of 
the Kutz estate began meeting with 
the Conservation Commission earli- 
er this summer, but neighbors say 
they became aware of the plan only 
recently. 

One abutter, Richard Canterbury, 
says the developers were into their 
fourth meeting with the ConsCom 
“before we were even aware of it.” 

Since then, Canturbury has dis- 
tributed leaflets in the neighbor- 
hood, asking residents to come to the 
next ConsCom meeting Tuesday, 
Sept. 15, and members of AVIS 
(Andover Village Improvement Soci- 


ety) have inquired about purchasing 
the land. 

“We've been interested in it for 
many years,” says AVIS member 
Peggy Keck, “but we didn’t know 
they (the trustees of the Kutz estate) 
were planning to develop it until we 
heard from some neighbors that 
there were survey tags going up.” 

Keck says AVIS members have 
approached the Kutz trustees about 
the property, “but we haven’t gotten 
any commitment that they’d be will- 
ing to sell at a price that would be 
affordable.

Learning about learning 


Andover seniors help UMass Lowell students study: 
Do elders learn more quickly with help or without? 


By Erin Croteau 
Do older people learn faster, and 
retain that learning better, when 


they do it on their own, instead of 


being helped or monitored all the 
time? 

That was the question being 
asked by four UMass Lowell physi- 
cal therapy students, who recently 
concluded a research project con- 
ducted in part at the Andover 
Senior Center. 

Jimmy Francis, David 
Matthews, Michael Cormier, and 
Beth Paton began a study last 
spring, to research how middle- 
aged and elderly people learn and 
retain information in comparison 
to other age groups. 

The students’ hypothesis was: 
People in aH age groups learn faster 
and retain more information when 
they are not constantly being moni- 
tored or helped when trying to 
accomplish a task or improve on a 
specific skill. 

“We tested 24 people in all at the 
Andover Senior Center, using 
three groups with eight people in 
each group,” says Francis. Each 
participant volunteered, and each 
had to be in generally good physi- 
cal health. Participants were also 
required to fill out a health ques- 


tionnaire the day of the experi- 
ment, to ensure that they were feel- 
ing well. 

The experiment began with 
each participant, aged 50 years or 
older, trying to put just 30 percent 
of their entire body weight onto a 
scale by using crutches to balance 
themselves, while placing the 
remaining percentage of their 
weight onto a nearby platform at 
the same height as the scale. 

“This experiment tests one’s 
proprioception, which is the way 
the nervous system picks up differ 
ent signals,” says Francis. 

During each trial, the person’s 
brain is trying to train its muscles 
to put more or less weight onto the 
scale. 

During the first part of the 
experiment, called the acquisition 
phase, each person in all three 
groups did this 80 times, trying to 
get as close as they could to 30 per- 
cent of their body weight to register 
on the scale. 

The student researchers took a 
slightly different approach with 
each of the three groups, in an 
effort to discover what is the best 
way to instruct people so they can 
consistently improve over a period

Meehan and Kerry 


announce COPS grant 


US. Rep. Marty Meehan (D-Lowell) and 
U.S. Sen. John Kerry both issued press 
releases on the same day recently, 
announcing that the U.S. Department of 
Justice’s Office of Community Oriented 
Policing Services (COPS) has awarded the 
Andover Police Department $15,000 to pay 
for a portion of the fourth year salary and 
benefits of one existing COPS-funded offi- 
cer. 

The funding is provided under the new 
COPS Small Communities Grant Pro- 
gram. 

The COPS Small Communities Grant 
Program provides onetime grants for 
police agencies serving communities with 
populations under 50,000 to help pay for a 
portion of the fourth-year salaries and 
benefits of existing COPS-funded officers. 

Awards under the program amount to 
20 percent of the original COPS grant. 
Applicants must demonstrate a specific 
financial hardship that has impacted their 
ability to retain a COPS-finded officer, 
and establish a formal plan to retain the 
position after the fourth-year funding has 
ended. 

Andover Police Chief Brian Pattullo 
says the original grant to the town was 
$25,000 per year for three years, and that

the $15,000 this year is “sort of a bonus.” 

But he says the town has indeed 
increased its funding for the community 
policing position created through the 
grant, from about $7,000 the first year to 
about $34,600 — the amount needed to pay 
the salary and benefits of an officer, 
excluding overtime. 

The COPS program was authorized by 
the 1994 Crime Bill. By the end of 1998, the 
program will have funded the deployment 
of almost 83,000 additional police officers 
to the beat. Meehan’s district has received 
COPS funding to put more than 300 addi- 
tional police officers on the beat since the 
program’s inception. 

“The COPS program has been an 
extremely productive investment in pub- 
lic safety,” said Meehan. “The declining 
crime rate is a testament to the effective- 
ness of the program and the 1994 Crime 
Bill.”

The first group was allowed to see 
the scale at all times, therefore con- 
stantly seeing how well they were 
doing, realizing the progress they were 
making, and receiving constant feed- 
back throughout the entire experi- 
ment. 

The second group was not allowed to 
see the scale, but received feedback on 
how they were doing from Francis and 
the other students after every single 
trial. The third group was also not 
allowed to see the scale, and only 
received feedback on their progress 
after every fifth trial. 

Two days later, the students 
returned to the senior center to begin 
the retention phase of their experi- 
ment, in which each participant repeat- 
ed the task 20 times. In this phase, the 
researchers observed how well the par- 
ticipants retained the skills they had 
learned during the first phase of the 
experiment. 

Participants say they were as inter- 
ested in the project as the students 
were.

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he was more than happy to lend his ser- 
vices. “I’ve known Jim (Francis) for a 
while — he was one of the first instruc- 
tors to lead the men’s exercise program 
at the center, and | told him that if he 
ever needed any volunteers for a study, 
the people at the center would be glad 
to help him out,” Andreadis says. 

“The study was very controlled, and 
it wasn’t very difficult. We could have 
stopped at any time. All it took was bal- 
ance and concentration. I think 
research is necessary in all age groups. 
Now that people are living longer, 
research on older people is very impor- 
tant because the more facts doctors 
know will result in people living not 
just longer, but living healthier and 
more productive lives.” 

“The experiment was easy,” agrees 
participant Barbara Weeks, “because 
nothing anyone did was right or 
wrong. I’m glad I participated, because 
the research that the students attained 
will probably end up helping a lot of 
people, maybe even me, someday.” 

According to Francis there are two 
major kinds of feedback that any 
teacher, doctor, or in this case a physi- 
cal therapist, can give to his patient. In 
the first type of feedback, known as 
Knowledge of Performance, the teacher 
is constantly talking to the patient, 
reassuring him and trying to build up 
his confidence. The patient is therefore 

aware of his performance at all

times. 

In the second type of feedback, 
known as Knowledge of Result, the 
therapist simply observes his patient, 
letting him accomplish his task or 
overcome his obstacle, in a sense, on 
his own. When using the knowledge of 
result strategy, a therapist isn’t con- 
stantly telling his patient what he 
needs to do to improve, but rather lets 
the patient figure that out on his own. 

Francis and his colleagues, who all 
hope to enter the field of physical thera- 
py after earning their masters degrees, 
believe the latter form of instruction is 
much more effective, and decided to 
test that theory to fulfill their final 
research project requirement at their 
university. “People who are continu- 
ously receiving feedback during a 
physical therapy session don’t seem to 
comply days later,” says Francis. “In 
my opinion, physical therapists tend to 
over-talk during sessions. I think more 
focus needs to be placed upon teaching 
patients to teach themselves,” Francis 
says. Francis and his partners believe 
that in the long run, giving less feed- 
back will help patients learn more 
effectively and retain better skills, 
which they can in turn use to help 
themselves. 

“The findings of our experiment are 
inconclusive thus far, because we still 
have to test about 10 more people,” says 
Francis, adding that the research team

“We decided to conduct our research project 
on the middle-aged and elderly, because not 
very many studies concerning learning have 
been done on that population, whereas there are 
countless studies that have already been con- 
cluded or are in progress concerning the way 
the 18-35 year-old population learns,” he says. 

Although Francis can’t divulge any specific 
results of the study, because it is still in 
progress, he says the group has discovered some 
very interesting information concerning the 
way older people learn and how different ways 
of teaching produce different results.

not bought as a package. 

Keck also says the trustees of the 
estate want to move quickly, since they 
have a fiduciary responsibility to maxi- 
mize the value of the property for the 
beneficiaries of the Kutz trust.

her “a friend of mine, and someone | 
admire and respect.” 

McGovern, while she didn’t deliver 
. the equivalent of what could be called a 
“Silber shocker,” was the one on the 
attack, calling Silber “divisive,” “angry,” 
and the point person for “an era of 
teacher-bashing.” 

It was Silber, who sought to point out 
the common ground between the two, 
during the half-hour “Lincoln-Douglas”- 
style debate carried on WHDH TV and 
some radio stations. It was McGovern 
who kept trying to stress their differ- 
ences. 

The event was billed 
as a debate on educa- 
tion, between two 
allies who had worked 
together on reform of 
the Lawrence school 
system, but who had 
more recently been 
critical of one another, 
especially since 
McGovern had 
declared that if she is 
elected governor, she 
would remove Silber 
and the rest of the sit- 
ting board. 

And while McGov- 
erm may have gotten at 
least some of the visi- 
bility she needs to 
boost her candidacy, 
she may not have con- 
verted many who were 
not already disposed to 
dump Silber. 

Silber began by 
quoting from McGov- 
ern’s campaign materi- 
al, which calls for test- 
ing, along with more 
children being enrolled 
in Head Start and 
other expansions in 
early childhood educa- 
tion. 

“This demonstrates 
that she and I have no 
difference with regard 
to education reform,” 
he said. “We want the 
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those objectives.” 

According to McGovern, their differ- 
ences went beyond the ways and means. 
She had essentially four messages she 
wanted to convey: 

* While Silber and the state board 
might be saying they want to expand 
early childhood education, the state is 
actually going backwards, “ranking 
down there with places like Mississippi 
and Alabama.” 

+ While Silber calls for accountability 
at all levels, he has not been accountable 
for billions spent so far on education 
reform, because there has not been an 
adequate, independent audit. 

+ Silber and the current board have not 
adequately promoted or funded technolo- 
gy in the classroom. 

« Silber is personally “so divisive and 
confrontational” that he should be 
removed from the board. 

Silber, while he emphasized that he 
viewed the exchange as “a discussion, 
since I’m not running for anything,” was 
cast somewhat in the role of an incum-

Since 1994, when legislative redistricting 
split the 4,600 residents of Andover’s 5th 
Precinct from the rest of Andover, we have 
been virtually without representation in 
the state House of Representatives.

The 
profiles in the Sept. 3 Townsman do not 
provide enough insight into the candidates 
positions on most issues crucial to the resi- 
dents of this district, or how they stand on 
“wedge” issues such as abortion and the 
death penalty. 

The Townsman’s previous coverage has 
also been spotty. A Lowell public access TV 
event, at which LeLacheur alone ques- 
tioned the seven candidates, was summa- 
rized in the Townsman (August), but only 
covered some of the candidates’ views on 
some of the issues. 

For example, the article said that all 
seven candidates support the assault 
weapons ban, and that only two of the 
seven oppose the death penalty, but report- 
ed the positions of only three candidates on 
casino gambling in Massachusetts.

Reporter Rebecca Lipchitz did not mention 
any interview or event in which Simao 
stated her views. 

The Townsman profiled Democrat Scott 
Consaul several months ago,*but I do not 
recall similar profiles of the other candi- 
dates. The Townsman and LeLacheur have 
done us all a disservice by ignoring each 
other for the past several years, but that 
needs to change as of now. We expect more 
of our next representative, and hope that 
the Townsman will make sure that we 
know what the candidates are doing now to 
deserve election to the Legislature, and 
what the eventual winner is doing on Bea- 
con Hill and in the district.

bagpipes and the sound of rain 
at this deserted-looking duned 
area around the lighthouse, a 
thin spit of sand between the 
ocean and the bay. 

Somehow the bride and her 
father managed to take a slight- 
ly different path to he lighthouse 
than the guests and the groom, 
and so before those of us at the 
foot of the enormous lighthouse 
knew it, the rain stopped com- 
pletely, and up the narrow 
boardwalk came the bride on the 
arm of her father. 

It was a magical moment. The 
bride’s mother and the bride’s 
brother, as well as the groom’s 
mother and others, began to cry. 
It was a moving moment, this 
intimate and closely connected 
group, gathered to witness and 
bless the marriage of these two 
young people. 

The presiding priest, a friend 
of the bride’s family, had said no 
pictures during the ceremony, 
which freed all of us to concen- 
trate completely on the words 
and meaning of the ceremony. 
The priest had instructed the 
couple, during their prenuptial 
counseling, to do their best to 
leave behind worries about for- 
getting their lines (trust him, 
he’d said, he would lead them, 
they would not be lost) and to be 
there, in the ceremony, listening 
to the words. (Later, the bride 
said, “I was completely there; | 
will never forget it and the 
words.”’) 

The bride’s uncle gave a stir- 
ring homily. “Blayney and Jock, 
sacred cells in the One Body. 
Poised in God’s shadow, filled 
with hope, defying our death- 
dealing, money-worshipping cul- 
ture, choosing holy surrender, 
to God, in each other.

The moment it was over, it 
began to rain again, and we 
entered the building attached to 
the lighthouse. It houses a muse- 
um. Some of the wedding party 
climbed the stairs of the 17-story 
lighthouse, and were treated to a 
breathtaking view of Fire Island 
and its surrounding seas. We 
then boarded the water taxi, in 
the rain, and we were off to the 
B&B, where the owners had pre- 
pared a wedding feast that made 
many of us ask for recipes. It 
was like a staged dream. It was 
unusual. It was special. 

The bride, Blayney Norton, is 
the daughter of Nat Norton and 
Perrine Colmore, me; and the 
bridegroom, Jock Hayes, is the 
son of Marcia Bosworth and Lee 
Hayes. The bride is a graphic 
artist who designs logos for a T- 
shirt company. She also paints 
furniture, makes jewelry, and 
she and I currently are working 
together on a children’s book. 

The groom works with his 
brother, Matt Hayes, at East Bay 
Newspapers out of Bristol, R.I., 
where the bride and groom 
make their home with their dog, 
Elsa, and their cats, Cecil and 
Gerome. 

It was the most moving and 
meaningful wedding I’ve ever 
attended, with the exception of 
my own five years ago.

gone,” he said, noting that many districts have 
had to cut school spending, and that much of the 
ed reform money has gone to equalize spending 
on education, especially in poorer communities. 

“Most of it has gone to hire teachers, by the 
thousands,” he said. “We do know a great deal 
about where it has gone.” 

He also took issue with McGovern’s call ear- 
lier in the campaign for a “computer on every 
desk” for students. That, he said, would cost $1 
billion, and would be wasteful, since computers 
are obsolete within five years. He argued that 
students should simply have adequate access to 
computers. 

And the two also split on how soon comput- 
ers should be in classrooms. McGovern said 
even 3-year-olds “do wonderful things with com- 
puters,” and that all studies show computers 
help children study longer and learn better. 

Silber said he has seen a loss of skills among 
young children due to overuse of computers at 
too young an age. “They don’t know how to 
write, or even how to print, because of prema- 
ture exposure to computers,” he said, adding 
that unless child labor laws are changed, ‘“‘and I 
certainly hope they are not,” children should 
first learn to read, write, spell and do math with- 
out computers. “Sixth-grade is early enough (for 
computers),” he said, “and they will be well- 
equipped by the time they get out of high 
school.” 

McGovern insisted, “this is not about playing 


games. This is about having the world at their 
fingertips.” 

The two also argued about the success, or 
lack of it, of the Chelsea school system since 
Boston University took over supervision of it. 
McGovern noted that on one test, Chelsea stu- 
dents scored the lowest in the state. 

Silber said that was only one test, and those 
scores were largely because the students taking 
them were relatively new immigrants and did- 
n’t speak English. He also said when BU took 
over the Chelsea schools, “parents were cheat- 
ing their way out” of those schools. “Now 
they’re trying to cheat their way in. By every 
measure, the performance in Chelsea has gone 
up. It’s become a magnet, and parents are voting 
with their feet.” 

Finally, McGovern contended that if Silber 
had been a general in World War II, America 
would not have won the war, because instead of 
building up his troops, “Dr. Silber tears his 
troops down. That’s not what we need.” 

Silber acknowledged that debate about the 
activities of the state board had been “hearty 
and intense.” 

But he said that should not be “dismissed as 
simply being cantankerous. We have gone to 
the mat with one another, and come up with the 
right answers, because we care, passionately,” 
he said. 

Silber has also said in the past that the recent 
large-scale failure of teacher candidates is, in 
fact, a result of the very philosophy McGovern 
advocates, and that the system is now reaping 
the fruit of a philosophy that builds students up 
simply to make them feel good, rather than as a 
reward for genuine accomplishment. 


Water main break closes YMCA 


The Merrimack Valley YMCA’s 
Andover/North Andover facility closed 
Thursday and Friday of last week after a 
water main break on the property. 

Executive Director Gary Morelli says one 
of the six-inch pipes cracked. “We’re not 
sure why,” he says. “Maybe it’s just that it 
was 20-something years old. But Thursday 
morning we had little geysers of water com- 
ing out of the ground to the right of the walk- 
way (on the west side of the front of the 
building).” 

Moreili says the staff had hoped that they 
would be able to isolate the line, shut it off 
and keep the building open. “But we had to 


turn the water off to eliminate any extensive 
damage, so of course we had to close the 
building because we had no shower or bath- 
room facilities.” 

Nothing inside the building was damaged, 
he says, and an agreement with Merrimack 
College allowed the child-care programs to 
continue. 

“We feel very fortunate to have the college 
providing that service,” he says. 

The building was open again by Saturday 
morning, with everything but the gym avail- 
able. And that is not because of anything 
related to the water break, but because the 
gym floor is being refinished.

They may be growing up in 
the computer age, but the 
handwriting is on the wall for 
Andover elementary school 
students. 

Andover elementary 
schools return this year to 
learn the Zaner-Bloser method 
of penmanship, so that stu- 
dents across the system are 
taught how to write the same 
way. 

“If communication is our 
goal, then common language 
is the key,” says Bancroft 
Principal Norah McCarthy. 

Elementary school teachers 
were prepped this fall in the 
Zaner-Bloser method, and now 
use related materials like cur- 
Sive alphabet strips for class- 
room walls and desks. 

Principals across the sys- 
_tem endorse the program for 
consistency, if not potentially 
| easier reading. 

The Zaner-Bloser method of 
penmanship has been taught 
in Andover, along with vari- 
ous other methods like 
'Petersen, D’Anelia, Palmer 
and Reinhardt, principals say, 
but no one system was used in 
all the classrooms. 

“There was a need for a 
more standardized approach 
across the grades,” says San-

are moving grade to grade, 
and teachers are speaking the 
same language about the for- 
mation of letters,’ Woods 
says. 

Students are taught a “man- 
uscript,” or printing method 
from kindergarten until third 
grade, where they begin to 
learn cursive. 

Reitman says the manu- 
script letters are close enough 
in formation to the cursive let- 
ters so that a student learning 
cursive can do so by simply 
learning to connect the print- 
ed letters. 

Charles Friel, principal of 
West Elementary says the 
Zaner-Bloser method has been 
streamlined, and __ includes 
fewer loops than traditional 
penmanship. 

For example, the loop pre- 
ceding a capital “M” or “N” 
has become merely a tail and 
the loop atop an uppercase 
“C’” has been eliminated. An 
uppercase “Q,” which used to 
resemble the number 2, now 
looks more like a printed “Q,” 
or an “O” with a curve on the 
bottom, he says.

New director lights a fire under AHS lunch program 


By Rebecca Lipchitz 

For Andover High School students, 
“mystery meat” has gone the way of 
the eight-track since a new food service 
director took over the cafeteria. 

What’s the draw of the new school 
lunch menu at Andover High School? 

“More real food,” says one customer, 
Patrick Doerr, a senior who started 
buying instead of bringing his lunch 
this year. 

“They put a lot of effort into it. You 
pay another 75 cents, but you get twice 
as much food,” Doerr says. 


Thanks to newly-acquired food ser- 
vices director Karen Pappa, Andover 
High School students can now dine at 
food-court style ‘“Pastabilities,” the 
“Daily Deli,” or the “Collins Center 
Cafe.” 

Each venue offers several choices, 
and more choices and better presenta- 
tion is what Pappa is counting on to 
keep the Andover High cafeteria run- 
ning in the black. 

The mother of two boys and an expe- 
rienced food service director, Pappa 
says she aims to find a compromise 


between what is good for kids and what 
they will actually eat. 

“Kids have a lot of say in what fami- 
lies eat, and they know it. Now they are 
our customers. It’s a whole new mMar- 
ket,” Pappa says. 

A few students seem to be easy tar- 
gets for school lunch, like senior Han- 
nah Leach, who heads to the lunch line 
for convenience. 

“IT have no time to make lunch,” 
Leach says. 

But most high school students 
brown bag their lunches. Last year’s 


AHS. cafeteria workers shoveled out 
about 200 meals a day, Pappa says. 

Since she started in January, her 
aim has been to get participation up. 
since the food service program must be 
self-sustaining, and receives no other 
money from the town. 

Some students who brought their 
lunches say they couldn’t spend $3.50 a 
day on lunch. 

Senior Katie Sullivan says she likes 
the familiarity of the lunch her father 
fixes her every day: a roast beef sand

Tuttle says he hired Pappa for her fresh 
ideas and enthusiasm for marketing 
school lunches. 

Pappa’s enthusiasm is evident when 
you ask why she chose her career. 

“If (students) don’t eat they can’t 
learn. Kids need breakfast and lunch. 
You’ve got to have food in your body. 
You can’t go without eating and do well 
in school,” she says. 

Pappa has also managed food service 
at other schools and hotels, she says.

experience, even for people who 
are used to running campaigns,” 
says Villarreal. 

Some say O’Brien engineered 
the timing to give his aide, John 
“Jack” Wilson, the advantage in 
the campaign. 

But if there is any advantage to 
the short election season, it goes to 
the candidate who has previously 
held elective office, according to 
candidate Sue Tucker, a former 
state representative from Andover. 

Former Lawrence city councilor 
and present head of the Lawrence 
Democratic City Committee Steven 
Kfoury says the short campaign 
season and lack of media coverage 
is a disadvantage to anyone run- 
ning a “normal” campaign, trying 
to go out and meet voters at coffees. 

“In my opinion, it’s all pure 
organization. As much as issues 
should be number one (priority), 
they’re not as prominent as they 
should be. It’s who gets auntie, 
uncle, cousins and friends to throw 
their sticker on,” Kfoury says. 

All the candidates will have 
stickers, because the space under 
“Senator in General Court” on the 
Democratic ballot (see, at left) will 
have no name. To vote for a candi- 
date without his or her sticker, a 
voter must write the candidates 
name and address. 

Voters are also supposed to fill in 
the oval next to the space (see above 
illustration). But when it comes to 
counting votes, Villarreal says 
those taking the tally are supposed 
to honor “the intent of the voter” 
over small spelling mistakes. 

“Close or approximate does 
count,” she says, and Andover 
Town Clerk Randy Hanson agrees. 
“It will save us a lot of time, 
though, if people do it correctly,” 
she says. 

Tucker, the only candidate to 
include her phone number on her 
campaign literature submitted to

the Townsman, says she’s been 
running two campaigns. 

“One on why Sue Tucker is the 
best choice, and one on how to vote 
for Sue Tucker,” she says. 

She didn’t mail out her stickers 
until this week so they wouldn’t get 
lost, she says, but expects the 
instructional cards (one card, two 
stickers per voter) to arrive in sup- 
porters’ homes by the weekend. 

Candidate David O’Brien of 

Tewksbury says he’s tried to talk 
about issues out on the campaign 
trail, but the time limit and lack of 
press coverage has been frustrat- 
ing. 
“The public doesn’t really focus 
until the press asks them to focus a 
couple of times, and by the time 
that happened, it was Labor Day,” 
O’Brien says. 

Tucker had no complaints about 
local press coverage. 

Villarreal says anyone who has 
campaigned quietly in Dracut may 
triumph since no Dracut natives 
are running. 

Dracut has 6,736 Democrats eli- 
gible to vote in the primary and 
8,238 unenrolled, totaling 14,974. 
Tewksbury voters eligible to vote 
in the Democratic primary include 
5,326 Democrats and 8,039 unen- 
rolled. Lawrence is home to about 
14,000 Democrats and 10,000 unen- 
rolled voters, according to a city 
election office spokesman, while 
Andover has 14,520 voters eligible 
to vote in the Democratic primary, 
including 9,363 unenrolled, and 
5,157 Democrats. 

Voting is Tuesday, Sept. 15. 
Andover precincts 1, 3 and 8 are 
voting at the Senior Center on 
Whittier Court, says Hanson. All 
other precincts, 2, 4, 5, 6 and 7, vote 
at the Andover High School Field 
House on Shawsheen Road, she 
says. Polls are open from 7 a.m. to 8 
p.m.

Union Miniere has curbed its plan

Planning Board members closed the 
public hearing Tuesday on the special 
permit for the electronic-optic materi- 
als manufacturer. 

Gilmore reported that she and town 
fire and health officials considered the 


company’s modified manufacturing 
plan safe, but Gilmore insists the 
building be classified as “HPM” or haz- 
ardous production materials, rather 
than “mixed use industrial and stor- 
age,” as they requested. 

“We are not negatively attuned at 
all to having (Union Miniere) in 
Andover, but we do not agree with 
their code analysts,” Gilmore told the 
planners at the close of the public hear- 
ing on the project Tuesday.

to use it in a building where other 
businesses were located. 

Union Miniere is planning to oper- 
ate at 19 Connector Road, where Global 
Furniture, Inc. is also a tenant. 

Joris Van Hove, operations manag- 
er for Union Miniere in Boston, said 
the company now plans only to manu- 
facture germanium wafers, a process 
that involves less hazardous materials. 

Andover attorney Wayne F. Sim- 
mons Jr., representing Union Miniere, 
said the company’s 
manufacturing — plan 
would not change 
with any reclassifica- 
tion of the building 
code, but the building 
would be designed 
differently. 

“More cautionary 
and expensive mea- 
sures are required if 
the building is HPM,” 
Simmons said. 

If the board issues 
the special permit, 
the question of how 
the building will be 
classified under the 
building code will be 
up to the Building 
Department. 

Gilmore said she 
has no plans to allow 


the building to be 
classified as mixed- 
use industrial and 
storage for the uses 
planned. “There is no 
question in my mind 
that this is an HPM 
facility,” she said.

that legislative experience in her campaign, 
says what she did after her loss is just as 
important, and proves that she both under- 
stands and knows how to succeed in the pri- 
vate sector. 

She began her own business in strategic 
planning and management; wrote a book 
called Benchmarking for Educators, which 
she says brings private-sector management 
thinking to education; and has been director 
of the Greater Lawrence Schools-to-Careers 
Partnership.

degree from the New England School of Law. 

In 1986, Wilson went to work for the city of 
Lawrence as a budget analyst, and in 1992 
became assistant director of community 
development. It was in that position, he says, 
that he made one of his greatest contribu- 
tions to the city, filing an application to des- 
ignate the city as an “Economic Target Area” 
under a new law designed to boost job cre- 
ation. 

“That was the first application the state 
received, it resulted in the creation of more 
than 1,400 jobs and the retention of 2,000 
other jobs,” he says, “and not only that — the 
state used my application to design criteria 
for grants.” 

From 1993-1996, Wilson was staff director 
for former state senator John O’Brien, whose 
seat he is now seeking to fill. Most recently, 
he has been northeast regional director for 
the Massachusetts Office of Business Devel- 
opment. 

Wilson has been pushing what he calls 
“kitchen-table issues” during his campaign, 
asserting that even with the extended eco- 
nomic boom the state has enjoyed, working 
families don’t find survival much easier. 

“This is all about working families,” he 
Says. 

He favors cutting the state income tax 
from 5.95 percent back to 5 percent, as the 
Legislature had promised when it imposed 
what was then called a “temporary” tax 
increase. And he says he will not forget that 
taxpayers have an “equity interest” in the 
money that flows into the state. 

“That's not our (the government’s) 
money,” he says. “It’s still their money. 
Sometimes we make people feel as though 
they've lost title to their money. 

He is also fond of noting that while it took 
from the founding of the republic until 1988 
for the state budget to reach $10 billion, it 
took just 10 more years for it to double, to $20 
billion. 

So while he does not favor increased 
spending by state government, he says he 
believes it can be better spent, to provide 
quality health care, better education and tax 
policies that make child care more affordable.

Clearly split on the matter. 

The Council on Aging, along with 
the council’s building committee, has 
said that Will Hall is their preferred 
option among three potential sites, 
which also include town-owned land 
near the West Andover fire station, 
and the so-called Paley property near 
the Stevens Street and North Main 
Street intersection. 

The council is asking for a vote from 
selectmen to authorize Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski to enter into lease 
negotiations with the trustees of 
Phillips. And before that vote, this 
coming Monday night, selectmen 
scheduled a work session to answer 
some of their questions about the rec- 
ommendation. 

The creation of a new,, expanded 
senior center has had long-time, unani- 
mous support from the board. But a 
majority, including Chairman Bill 
Downs, Larry Larsen and Lori Becker, 
were dubious about the present choice, 
and even more dubious about appear- 
ing to endorse it with 
a vote. 

“If we vote (to per- 
mit negotiations), 
then the seniors are 
going to think they’ve 
got our support (for 


that site,” Downs

On _ the 
other, Madden and 
Stapezynski both said 
Stapcezynski couldn’t 
even gather informa- 
tion on a_ possible 
lease of Will Hall 
without a vote of 
selectmen — because, 
“they (Phillips 
trustees) want to 
know we’re serious.” 

Selectmen’s = con- 


cerns fell into several areas. 

Larsen had already said he 
thinks Will Hall is not the best 
choice, partially because of the 
fact that it would be a lease, not an 
ownership. 

At the meeting, he suggested any- 
thing less than a 99-year lease would be 
unacceptable, and suggested “creative” 
ways to approach the matter, such as a 
lease-purchase agreement, or an 
arrangement where the town would 
own the property, and Phillips would 
have the first option to buy it back. 

Becker has said she doesn’t want to 
stand in the way of “something people 
have wanted for so long.” 

But she also said she doubts Phillips 
Academy would enter a long-term lease 
for the building, ‘without some kind of 
an out.” 

And she fears that there is not 
enough room for expansion, especially 
given the fact that the elderly popula- 
tion is exploding, and will continue to 
grow as baby boomers age. 

She said she knows the third floor of 
the building could accommodate addi- 
tional services, “but when you expand, 
you have to expand in all areas,” she

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said, “and I don’t know if there would 
be adequate parking.” 

Finally, she said she cannot under- 
stand seniors’ unwillingness to consid- 
er the West Andover site more serious- 
ly, since it is less than three miles from 
the center of town, and the property is 
already owned by the town. 

Downs said he thought the evalua- 
tion. process was flawed that the 
seniors had decided they wanted Will 
Hall, and then crafted the various crite- 
ria to fit it. He said he thought the 
Stevens Street site or the West Andover 
site should have been ranked higher 
than Will Hall in a number of cate- 
gories used by the building committee 
to rank the sites. 

According to Harding, the Stevens 
Street site would be the most expen- 
sive, because of land acquisition costs, 
at about $6.8 million. The other two are 
roughly comparable — the West fire 
Station site at about $4.4 million, and 
Will Hall at about $4.7 million — all for 
buildings with about 24,000 square feet. 

Bresnahan, Madden and Harding all 
declared the evaluation process had 
been “clean,” and not tilted toward Will 
Hall from the start.

But Bresnahan did say that seniors 
overwhelmingly favor the Will Hall 
site, to the point where some have said 
they wouldn’t even use a center that is 
in West Andover. 

She said she had collected signa- 
tures from people who use the center, 
and nine out of ten favor Will Hall. 

“This is the choice of the seniors 
who use the center,” she said. “They 
are trying to tell you what they want, if 
that makes any difference to you.” 

Selectman Brian Major had a num- 
ber of questions about the various 
sites, but had said earlier this week he 
didn’t think any of the issues were 
“show-stoppers. He noted that “they 
have done their homework ... and if 
they are going to go to the effort of fund 
raising, I’m not going to stand in their 
way.” 

Selectman John Hess was noncom- 
mittal about whether he would support 
entering negotiations with Phillips, but 
noted that while all the sites could 
accommodate what seniors want, “it 
seems to come down to the intangible 
feel of the site, and that the seniors 
think it is very desirable to be close to 
the downtown.”

Former Andover building inspec- 
tor Peter DePesa, fired earlier this 
year, and Building Inspector Michael 
Buss, on medical leave for stress since 
April, have threatened the Board of 
Selectmen with legal action for not 
responding to a “formal grievance” 
against Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski. 

Buss and DePesa issued selectmen 
a letter with lengthy attachments 
Aug. 27, charging the manager with 
“refusal to proceed with an appeal or 
to appoint an independent Personnel 
Appeals Board,” as required under 
the Independent Employees Agree- 
ment. 

According to the letter, selectmen 
had five business days to respond to 
the grievance. Another letter issued 
yesterday charged  selectmen for 
neglecting their duties. 

“You continue to allow the town 


to treat the employees of the town as 
he sees fit,” the letter says. 

DePesa was fired in May for negli- 
gently issuing two permits and failing 
to perform a plan review, after a hear- 
ing before Stapczynski. 

Selectman Chairman Bill Downs 
told the Townsman Friday he was 
waiting to hear from town counsel as 
to what selectmen’s authority is in 
this case. 

Selectman Larry Larsen says he 
believes board members _ should 
address the issue regardless of the 
written legal responsibilities of the 
board. 

“In my opinion we probably should 
have done this a long time ago. We 
need to act as responsibly as we can, 
but the legalities will prove interest- 
ing,” Larsen says. 

Stapczynski says he thinks the for- 
mal grievance filed with selectmen 
“ought to take its course.”

“If someone wants to come in and do a musical show 
or a variety show they can. There are only a few things 
that are restricted by the FCC,” she says with a chuckle. 

“But they have to understand they’re relying on volun- 
teers, and you have to work around their schedules,” she 
says. “Be prepared (for that), if you want to do anything 
like a drama or a sitcom. 

“Community access is whatever the community wants 
to do,” says Hayden. “If you’re willing to work on it, you 
can do it. I think it’s also a neat way for people to find out 
if they want to work in television — without necessarily 
going to college for it.” 

People can be as involved or as distant from the action 
as they want after the training. 

“We have people who come in because they think it’s 
going to be glamorous. They see all the work involved, 
and they’re not interested,” says Hayden. 

But other people get the bug, and metamorphose into 
production gurus. 

A few people get more than just experience in televi- 
sion — they get jobs. Meadowbrook Drive resident Janet 
Caiati took a cable production class, got started as a vol- 
unteer filming things like School Committee meetings 
and is now an Andover channel production specialist. 

“Actually, a lot of people who work for MediaOne 
probably started as volunteers,” says Hayden, rattling off 
some names. “There’s a lot of them out there.” 

There’s also quite a few shows created by members of 
the community (see sidebar, at right). 

“Cable access is what it is and it is what people make 
it,” says Hayden.

Nothing half-baked about Linda Berube 


Linda Berube cooked and baked 
for her seven kids right through their 
childhood, adolescence and _ into 
adulthood. And she loved both the 
kids and the cooking. 

So with them out of the house, she 
figured, why not bake for a few bucks 
now? 

“T love to cook, and I think I’m a 
fairly creative person,” she says. “I 
had done antiquing with my mom 
when my children were young, but I 
kept going back to entertaining and 
cooking.” 

She was thinking about getting 
into catering about a year and a half 
ago, but that got too complicated. The 
town told her that local zoning laws 
wouldn’t allow her to run a catering 
business out of her home, and when 
she checked on using the kitchen of 
any local churches, she found that 
she could use them, but not when 
there was a wedding, funeral or some 
other event scheduled. 

“I couldn’t compete with that,” she 
says. “What if they had a wedding 
right when I had a big job coming 
in?” 

The town did say she could do 
baked goods out of her home, howev- 
er. “In the long run, I think they did 
me a favor,” she says, “because they 
directed me toward one thing.” 

And that is how Yummy Mummy 
Cooky Co. began, about a year ago in 
May. 

Berube says she started out mak- 
ing party favors. “I wasn’t quite sure 
where I was going with it,” she says, 
“but I think I found my niche in party 
favors. They’re individually- 
wrapped, and very nice.” 

She does all kinds of cookies, from 
chocolate-chip to peanut butter, but 
says the favors she does for weddings 
are generally a lemon sugar cookie. 

The weddings are her prime 
source of business, but Berube says 
she does every other special event in 
the book, from anniversaries to birth- 
days to showers, graduations and 
christenings. 

So far, she’s doing it all from her 
own kitchen, which features a huge 
table, but no oversized stove. Still, 
she says she can crank out what she 
terms “a good-sized order of maybe 
200. I'd rather have three smaller 
orders than one large one, but Pll 
take them as they come.” 

Her children still live in the area, 
and some of them have even offered 
to help, but she says so far she’s con- 
tent to be doing it on her own. In fact, 
while she’s looking for a larger client 
base at the moment, she’s leery of her 
operation getting too large. 

“{ don’t know how big I want to 
get,” she says. “If I got really huge, I'd 
have to move out of my kitchen. |

have a friend in the food business, 
and she told me, ‘If you want to stay 
happy, stay in your own kitchen.” 

Right now, even more important 
than growth, would be a bit of consis- 
tency. “There are some weekends I'll 
have *three orders,” she says, “and 
then I'll go for.a couple of weeks with 
nothing.” 

Holiday times, such as Christmas 
and Valentine’s Day are busy, as are 
the prime wedding months of early 
summer. 

She says she is developing a Web 
site to promote the business, and 
hopes to continue selling directly to 
consumers. “If you have to go 
through a middleman, then you get a 
price markup,” she says. 


Another reason she wants to stay 
small is because she’s also very much 
aware of other, much larger, cookie 
companies that seemed to have such 
a good product when they were small, 
but when they became larger, were 
less compelling. 

“T don’t know what it is, but it is 
true, when they get big, the quality 
seems to lose some of the charisma. | 
don’t think it’s necessarily that they 
change the process. Maybe it’s just 
that it loses some of the newness. 

“T just know I’m happy doing what 
I’m doing. My husband is retired 
(they have been married for 37 years), 
and I like being a really busy person. 
I’d be very bored doing nothing.”

Kitchens and bathrooms have always 
been popular targets for home 
remodeling, but in recent — years, 
spending has reached an all-time high. 

As many baby boomers enter the most 
productive and affluent stages of their 
working careers, there has been a 
marked increase in the money spent on 
major remodeling projects.

Don’t wait — ventilate 


Here’s to a healthy | 
kitchen environment 


Remember the aroma of 
freshly — baked 
spaghetti sauce or Sunday pot roast? 
While pleasant to. the 
smells can get trapped in your kitchen, 
leaving you with lingering fumes and 
health hazards. 

Proper ventilation is one of the most 
important factors to consider when 
remodeling your kitchen, according to 
the National Kitchen & — Bath 
Association (NKBA). Grease, smoke, 
moisture and other noxious fumes are 
major sources of pollution in the home 
But a well-planned, correctly installed 
mechanical ventilation system = can 
remove them all. 

Your ventilation choice is driven by 
the way you cook, the type of cooking 
equipment you use, the space available 
and how aesthetically the system will 
be featured in your kitchen design. 

The ability of an exhaust fan to 
move air to the outside is rated in cubic 
feet per minute (CFM). NKBA 
guidelines call for a hood to have a 
minimum rating no less than 150 CFM 
over a regular 30” cooktop or range. 

To determine how many CFMs your 
hood needs, multiply 100 CFMs times 
the area of the hood in square feet. Six 
hundred CFMs is the minimum needed 
for a hood placed in an island or

Types of ventilation systems 

Freestanding or drop-in gas and 
electric ranges can be adequately 
vented by using an exterior ducted 
updraft system. The hood is designed 
to catch rising cooking fumes while the 
fan removes them. A hooded exhaust 
fan installed over the cooktop and 
ducted to the outside provides the 
most efficient kitchen ventilation. 

The hood should measure equal to 
the width of the range or cooktop. 
Even better is a range hood that is 3° 
wider than the burner surfaces on each 
side. The hood also must be tall 
enough to capture and hold cooking 
vapors until the system can vent them. 
NKBA stresses that a hood should not 
be installed more than 30” above the 
cooking surface.

It’s 
a great way to save space, but the path 
from cooking surface to vent is fairly 
long and indirect, pulling grease and 
steam-laden air across the front of the 
microwave, and is not as effective as a 
ventilation hood. 


NKBA says that recirculating, non- 
ducted hoods should be avoided. Here, 
cooking odors, steam and other by- 
products are not vented to the outside 
but kept in the room. Not only will the

Be sure your ventilation equipment 
gets periodic maintenance. The wire- 
mesh filter on most updraft units can 
simply be removed and placed in a sink 
to soak with a degreaser. Some can be 
cleaned in a dishwasher. 

Downdraft units, where grease is 
collected in a separate container below 
the cooktop, require more frequent 
and more immediate cleaning. 


Consult your manufacturer's 
instruction manual to ensure proper 
cleaning. 

Don't chance installing an 
ineffective ventilation system. Cooking 
grease that’s not collected = and 
removed becomes a fire hazard near 


the range. Eventually it will coat every 
surface from cabinets to walls in the 
kitchen itself, to furniture, windows 
and window treatments in adjoining 
rooms, all within a matter of months. 
Homes today also are airtight. While 
the heat of the summer and the cold of 
the winter can’t get into your house, 
the moisture, smoke, heat and odors 
generated by cooking can't get out, 
either. Trapped moisture can soak into 
insulation, rendering it useless. And if 
you can't get rid of the heat generated 
by the range, your air-conditioner will

$50 up to $2,500 for commercial 
appliances. Here’s what you can 
expect from your equipment: 

Good: This hood has 
approximately 150 CFM, an on/off 
switch and a light. Some are 
designed to be vented to the house 
exterior. 

Better: Overhead hoods have a 
300 to 600 CFM rating, as well as 
quiet blower systems, a light and a 
multiple speed (or switch) control. 
This is a very effective ventilation 
system if vented properly to the 
exterior of the house. 

Best: This system has an 
overhead fan with remote mounted 
motors on an exterior wall or roof. 
Noise level is low and efficiency is 
high. 

Before you take on the task of 
terminating kitchen odors, you 
must determine the following:
